Our Receipt to make ( arrant W ine 

For aeveral years we have made a ten- 
gallon keg of currant wine, which is of aa 
good quality as any we have tasted, and 
is generally bo pronounced hy those who 
have had an opportunity to judge. The 
mode of manufacture is simple, and can 
easily he followed by any family having 
the currants and disposition te make the 
wine. For general information, as wall 
as in reply to private inquiries, we give 
the receipt after which we make it. 

The currants should be fully ripe when 
picked; put them into a large tub, in whion 
they should remain a day or two, then 
crush with the hands, unless yoa have a 
small patent wine-press, ia which they 
should not t>e pressed too much, or the 
stems will he bruised and impart a disa- 
greeable taste to the juice. If the hands 
are used, put the crushed fruit, after the 
juice has been poured off, in a cleth or 
sack and press out the remaining jaios. 
Put the juice back into the tub after cleans- 
ing it, where it should remain about three 
days, until the first stages of fermenta- 
tion are over, and removing once or twice 
a day the scum copiously arising to the 
top. Then put the juice in a vaaaa) — a 
demijohn, keg or barrel — of a aite to sail 
the quantit 
juice 
sugar, 
gallon. 

Thus ten quart* of juice and thirty 
pounds of sugar will give you ten gallons 
of wine, and so on in proportion. Those 
who do not like sweet wine can reduce the 
quantity of sugar to two and a half; or 
who wish it very sweet, raise to three and 
a half pounds per gallon. 

The vessel must be full and the bung or 
stopper left off until fermentation ceases, 
which will be in twelve or fifteen days. 
Meanwhile the cask must be filled op daily 
with currant juice left over, as fermenta- 
tion throws out the impure matter. When 
lermentation ceases, rack the wine of! 
carefully; either from the epiggot or by 
a syphon, and keep running all tbe time. 
Cleans the cs*k thoroughly with boiling 
water, then return the wine, bung up 
tightly, and let stand four or five months, 
when it will be fit to drink, and can be 
bottled if desired 

All the vessels, casks, Ax., should be 
perfectly sweet, and the whole operation 
ahould be done with an eye to eleanlineas. 
In such event, every drop of brandy or 
other spiritous liquors added will detract 
from the flavor of the wiue, and will not 
in the least degree increase its keeping 
qualities. Curraut wine made in this way 
will keep for an age. We have some made 
in 186<;, whicb is really an excellent arti 
cle 

We see it recommended to take one-third 
juice and two-thirds water, also /«•*- 
pounds of sugar to the gallon. This is 
rather airup than wine, and few will rel 
ish it after comparing it with that which 
we recommend. — [ German town Telegraph

So far as tbe examination has pro 
ceeded five hundred have been found.
